branches. As we approach Massangano, 
the lund on both banks of the Lucalla 
becomes very level, and large portions are 
Jeft marshy after the annual floods; but all 
is very fertile. Asan illustration of the 
soil, | may stute that we saw tobacco plants 
in gardens near the confluence eight feet 

high, and each plant had thirty-six leaves, 

which were eighteen inches long hy six or 
eight inches brond.

THE INDIAN MUTINIES. 

An officer in Sir Colin Campbell's reliev- 
ing force, writing from Alumbagh on the 
26th of November says: * We have all va- 
cated Lucknow, and some or all are going 
to Cawnpore. The ladies have had to walk 
and [went to see them, expecting to tind 
them looking very miserable. Instead of 
that they looked quite well, dressed up 
with white kid gloves, that made me feel 
quite ashamed at my dirty appearance, as 
I liad been sleeping on the ground in the 
dirt for several nights. When Sir Colin 
Campbell went into the Residency he dined 
there, and they offered him champagne 
and claret, which he refused.” 

The London Post publishes aletter from 
an officer, dated Cawnpore, Nov. 27th, in 
which the writer says: “ Well, we lave 
just come back from the fight; that is, we 
were obliged to retire, Windham has 
been deceived by his spies, who represent- 
ed the enemy's force to be 2,000 or 3,000 ; | 
whereas there could not have been loss than 
25,000 opposed to us. At one time I 
never expec'ed to get back to camp alive. 
Wo were returning down a road, and the 
shot and shell wont fying along its centre, 
whilst we skulked along the ditch. You 
can't fancy what an unpleasant thing a 24- | 
pounder is when it pitches within a few 
Yards of you. T cannot think how wwe es- 
vaped. One shell burst within a few yards 
of mo, but not aman was touched. One 
of our fellows was hitin the hand.”

Being also in arrears for the grist mill for 
January, 1858, Mr. McCurdy thonght it ad- 
visable to take possession of the mills, al-

Legal advice being songht, Mr. McCurdy do- 
cided on immediate action in the matter, and 
‘accordingly on the 4th of Febrnary, finding 
Ue mills unocenpied, Jocked the doors, At 
four o'clock in the afternoon Bull'and his son 
appeared at the milly with an axe, to make 
an entrance, Mr. McOurdy was at this tine 
fit my house, With a blow or two the door 
flew open, and both entered the mill. Short- 
ly after Mr. MeCnrdy entered and ordered 
them both to leave the mills, asi@had taken 
possession ‘of ther’. “Mr. McCurdy" had a 
walking cane orstaff in his hand, while Bull 
still held the axe. Some little talk eccurreit, 
when both laid down their weapons. Mr. 
McCurdy’ threw the axe down a flight of 
stairs, and resuming his cane, again ordered 
them each toJeave the mill, both refused, 
when Mr. MeCurdy struck each in turn a 
blow; on that both ran ont of the mhillMe- 
Ourdy stopped at the mill door, when Bull | 
tnened and said, “McCurdy, 1 will shoot you 
before sun down,” Shortly after le also 
“McCurdy, I will be the death of you.” 
after going away abort 20 yards; ap- 
parently intending t) put his first threat into 
exeention, he tnrned suddenly ronnd. entered 
the suw mill and picked np a maple wedge, 
two feet long, and abont two inches square 
at the upper end, with an iron ring around it, 
used for separating lumber, and after coolly 
whittling it to fit his hand, retnrned to the 
inill door, where the Ceecased was. still | 
standing, and said. come out of that, tor T 
ain bound to, go in.

Shortly after he made 
similar remarks to myself, which induced me 
to heve him arrested. From the testimony 
elicited at his examination, and liisown boast 
ings, he was committed to gaol for trial in 
April next.
